Fleet Admiral William F.. ("Bull") 
Halsey, 
replying 
to reporters' 


questions about 
current deploy- 


ment of U. S. warships, 
today, 


said: 


"It's nobody's 
damn 
business 


where we go. We will go any- 
where we please". 


The wartime commander of the 


Third fleet made it clear that he 
did not mean that American ships 
could intrude into the coastal wat- 
ers of any foreign country. He de- 
clared, however, that the high seas 
are "free". 


Halsey's comments were made 


at the break-up of a general news 
conference. 


(The 
Moscow radio 
charged 


Monday that the Mediteiranean 
cruise of an American task force 
was tied In with the Yugoslav-U. 
S. situation and that the United 
States was trying to put pressure 
on the Balkan nation with a show 
of naval strength. 


"The Communist Daily Worker 


in London today attacked the Med- 
iterranean cruise as "a blatant ex- 
ample of gangster diplomacy" and 
said it threatened British as well 
as Russian interests." 


Asked by reporters if he includ- 


ed the Mediterranean as an area 
that should be free to our ships 
without cnticism, Halsey said em- 
phatically, "Anywhere at all'". 


A self-styled "traveling sales- 


man" for the U. S , Halsey re- 
turned Saturday from a 28,000 
mile air trip through Central and 
South America. 


At his first meeting with report- 


ers here since his return, the griz- 
zled veteran of Pacific fighting 
said he favored more good will 
cruises of American ships 


Halsey's views were expressed in 


the wake of an exchange of "un- 
official" diplomatic rebukes be- 
tween Soviet-backed Poland and 
the United States which provided 
fresh evidence of mounting ten- 
sion.

At the end of hi.-i news confer- 


ence, dealing with the South Amer- 
ican tour, a reporter said: 


"In view of reported protests 


that U. S. ships in the Mediterran- 
ean constitute a threat to some 
other nation, do you think we 
should get our ships out of there 
to avoid such criticism"? 


"No, I do not", Halsey replied. 


"It's 
nobody's 
damn 
business 


where we go. We w;ll go any 
where we please". 


Do you mean anywhere in the 


world—any navigable waters"? 


"Not to any foieign country, I 


don't mean that", Halsey retorted. 


"But to any ocean or sea—to 


any waters not within the legal 
limit of a country's sovereignty"? 


"Yes. Any free water. Anywhere 


in the world", he declared. 


Earlier in discussing good will 


cruises to South America, Halsey 
said' 


"I think it's an excellent idea 


to keep 'em going down there." 


Asked if he thought U. S. good 


will ciuises should include Argen- 
tina, he said that he did. 


Halsey declared that "sensible 


people" would not interpret a good 
will cruise as anything else and 
added that "we don't want to ever 
try to wield the big stick" in 
South America.

Greece's Turmoil 


Grows as Russian 


Diplomat Departs 


Expected Return of King 


to Throne Given 


Main Reason 


as 


Athens, 
Aug.

impending departure of K .K. 
Rodionov, Russian ambassador to 
Gi ,-ce, complicated the diplomatic 
turmoil in which this nation found 
itself today on the eve of a pleb- 
iscite expected to return King 
George II to his throne. 


Rodionov applied to the gov- 


ernment last night for a visa en- 
abling him to leave the country, 
thus capping a week of diplomatic 
developments, including the de- 
parture of Isador Cankar, Yugo- 
slav ambassador 
to Greece; a 


formal charge by the Ukraine 
against Greece before the United 
Nations secuiity council, and the 
forthcoming visit of a U S na\al 
force. 


No Official Reasons 


The unexpected announcement 


of Rodionov's departure with his 
family was made without an> of- 
ficial explanation, but left wing 
circles said his presence in Gieece 
duung Sunday's plebiscite and the 
almost certain return of the king 
would be incompatible with the 
Soviet position on the Greek re- 
gime. 


An attache at the Soviet embas- 


sy said a charge d'affaires would 
remain in charge there during Ro- 
dionov's absence. He declined to 
say whether Rodionov had been 
recalled by Moscow. 


The Greek foreign office said 


nomination of a charge d'affaires 
would be interpreted, as meaning 
that no break in diplomatic rela- 
tions between Russia and Greece 
was intended by Rodionov's de- 
parture. 


vSee U.S. Support 


Commenting on reports that Ro- 


dionov had been recalled, the fo- 
riegn office said there was noth- 
ing in its intercourse with the am- 
bassador which would indicate 
such action, but said its was un- 
able to make a definite statement. 


The announcement that the Unit- 


ed States was sending the mighty 
carrier Franklin D. Roosevelt, a 
cruiser and several destroyers to 
call at Greek ports was regarded 
here as a conclusive indication of 
U S. support for Greece in the cur- 
rent diplomatic tussle.

200,000 Homes 


Washington, Aug. 28—(AP)— 


The entire national output of hard- 
wood flooring and millwork will 
be earmarked for home builders 
if Housing Expediter Wilson Wy- 
att has his way, a subordinate dis- 
closed today. 


This proposal and other suggest- 


ed controls on lumber were up 
for discussion at a meeting be- 
tween housing officials and aides 
of John D. Small, the Civilian Pro- 
duction administrator. 


Lumber, the most 
important 


building material, was not covered 
in a sweeping series of new gov- 
ernment construction controls an- 
nounced last night—including a 
27 per cent cut in factory, store, 
school and other non-residential 
building. 


Wyatt predicted the new ac- 


tions will "transfer the materials 
shortage squeeze" from housing 
to other construction and will help 
builders 
complete thousands of 


partly finished homes 
"before 


winter sets in." 
T. Small joined Wyatt in announc- 
ing the actions. They had dis- 
agreed on the program until Re- 
conversion Chief John Stillman 
stepped in as arbiter. Apparently 
Steelman's peacemaking failed to 
cover lumber. 
"' A housing official said Wyatt 
has been plugging for an order 
which would reserve . for home 
builders 100 per cent of hardwood 
flooring—beech, oak, hard maple, 
pecan and birqh—and all regular 
door frames, window frames and 
other millwork. 
" 
Other Drastic Controls 


• Some of the new controls al- 
?eady announced are almost that 
drastic Ninety-five per cent of all 
Bathtubs, 90 per cent of water 
••dosets and lavatories, 85 per cent 
of gypsum board and lath, and 75 
per cent of more than 40 other 
fhaterials must be set aside by the 
manufacturers and dealers for sale 
only to holders of veterans' hous- 
ing: priorities. 
* This is effective September 1, 
Wyatt said, along with a big in- 
crease in the list of building ma- 
terials subject to priority con- 
trol. 
~ Officials of the National Hous- 
ing Agency described the priori- 
ty rulings as more important than 
the cut in non-residential con- 
struction. The cut will show little 
effect for about two months, they 
aaid but the priority and set-aside 
actions will increase immediately 
the amount of materials available 
for home building.

Parking Meters 


Many cities have found that 


parking meters are the answer 
to the problem of parking automo- 
biles and it seems to The Evening 
Telegraph that Dixon should give 
this system a fair trial and see if 
that is not what we have been 
looking for. 


The meters need not be an unre- 


vokable step. Other cities install 
them on a six or 
twelve 
month 


trial basis. 
Some have installed 


them, removed them, and then put 
the meters back to stay perma- 
nently. 


Nor do we need to install the 


meters all over the business area. 
Why not try them out in the most 
congested area first and perhaps 
they would never be needed on all 
of 
the business streets. Three 


blocks on First street, from Ot- 
tawa to Peoria avenues and two 
blocks on Galena avenue, from the 
river to Second street might pre- 
sent an adequate trial 


Of course, the meters do not 


solve the parking problem auto- 
matically because 
an 
inspector 


must make the rounds continual- 
ly from, say 8 or 9 o'clock in the 
morning until 
5 in the 
evening 


(the 
meters 
would not control 


parking after six p. m.) and vio- 
lators must still get tickets, but 
the meters would supply a revenue 
for the city. And they should dis- 
courage the all day parkcr and the 
parker who knows at what homs 
the patrolman has been making his 
rounds to mark car tires under the 
present system.

U. S. Probes Into 
Bidding Practices 


Used by Industry 


Washington, Aug. 28— (AP)— 


The Justice- department said to- 
day it is investigating identical 
bidding and monopoly practices in 
the sale of many products bought 
in vast quantities by federal, state 
and city governments. 


An official fully acquainted with 


the inquiry declined to specify the 
items involved but .said they are 
products essential to government 
operations and to public health 
and safety. 


Presumably the list might in- 


clude such things as motor ve- 
hicles, electrical equipment and 
building materials, although it was 
emphasized that not all manu- 
facturers or dealers in any one 
product are suspected of illicit 
practices. 


The department officials told a 


reporter the probe stemmed from 
complaints of identical bidding1. 
Adding that agents who followed 
up those complaints uncovered 
evidence of alleged conspiracies 
and monopolies in the sale - of 
many items. 


Two antitrust actions already 


have been filed as a result of the 
preliminary inquiry and others 
probably will follow soon, the of- 
official said. 


He declared that the investiga- 


tion has uncovered such practices 
as: 


Lowering of bids in areas of 


tough competition. When price 
slashes hax'e eliminated competi- 
tion, bids have been hiked back 
to higher levels.

For those for which there are no 
plats on file we will plan to con- 
tact the cemetery association sec- 
retaries to see what information 
they may have. 
If they have a 


plat available \vve could possibly 
trace that, thereby avoiding the 
expense of a field survey. 
For 


those cemeteries 
for which no 


plats can be found it will be nec- 
essary to search the records from 
whatever records may be found 
and to make a field survey of the 
cemetery, after which the draw- 
ings can be made. 


From the foregoing you can see 


that a considerable amount of 
work will be necessary. For the 
smaller cemeteries for which plats 
are available in the recorder's of- 
fice I would estimate that 2 or 3 
days of a draftman's time would 
be required for each. For the larg- 
er cemeteries the time will run to 
5 or 6 days on each cemetery. In 
those cases where a field survey 
is necessary a 3-man field party 
will probably be required for 3 or 
4 days in each cemetery in addi- 
tion to the time required for draft- 
ing and preparing the plat. 


I trust this will give sufficient 


information for your committee to 
take whatever action is deemed de- 
sirable. If there are any further 
questions do not hesitate to call on 
me.
